Two new Diplomacy variants have appeared in print recently 
in the United States, plus one in England which I do not have 
yet. Legion* by John Ostapkovich, is apparently based on the 
Funic v:ars. The five powers, beginning, combat in 250 3C, are 
Home, Carthage, Macedonia, Egypt, and Syria. There are '37 
su-oply centers, each nation starting with three. There is only 
one* move per game-year! Fleets iaay.be converted to armies 
and vice versa — there are no convoys. Large areas of the 
"board, including many centers, are "hostile" areas with a defense 
strength of one. The only other important change from the regular 
rules is the use of economic factors. Flayers receive one for 
every two territories they hold. Factors can be used to increase 
sup-oly of centers , and must be' used to allow a center in a 
•'hostile" area to supply a unit, or to allow an arwy to convert 
to a fleet. The game appears to be poorly balanced j XM hate 
to be Egypt, and Rome doesn't appear to be in good shape, either.
